Liv 
ing in the home of an art dealer 
he at first used the dealer's sister 
as a model, but before long the 
citizens of Amsterdam begar to 
come to him to have their por 
traits painted For these por 
traits, he was paid 

Rembrandt lived to the age of 
6: His fame grew, and at times 
he received good prices for his 
pictures, but he was in poverty 
at the time of his death. He left 
the world, however, about 500 
paintings, along with many draw- 
ings and etthings Among his 
most interesting paintings are 
those of Saskia, the young and 
kindly wife who brightened ts 
life guring, the eight years she 
lived after marrying him,
